PAPER MONEY. 


Til« Xiatfn of CeiTWMf Tkat Are 1Tm4 
Fotolsa CcMuntrtca. 


The Bank of JBngland note is 6 inches 
by 8 in dimensions and 'is printed in 
black ink on Irish linen water lined pa­ 
per, plain white, with ragged edgea 
The notes of the Banqne de France are 
made of white water lined paper, print­ 
ed in bine and black, with nnmerons 
mythological and allegorical pictures, 
and running in denomination from the 
26 franc note to the 1,000 franc. South 
American currency, in most countries, 
is abont the size and appearance of 
American bills, except that cinnamon 
brown and slate bine are the prevailing 
colors and that Spanish and Portuguese 
are the prevailing languages engraved 
on the face. 


The German currency is rather nr* 
tistic. The bills are printed in green 
and black. They rnn in denominations 
from 5 to 1,000 marks. These latter 
bills are printed on silk fiber paper. 


The Chinese paper currency is in red, 
white and yellow, with gilt lettering 
and gorgeous little hand drawn devices. 
The bills, to the ordinary financier, 
might pass for washing bills, but they 
are worth good money in the Flowery 
Kingdom. Italian notes are of all sizes, 
shapes and colors. The smaller bills, 6 
and 10 lire notes, are printed on white 
paper in pink, blue and carmine inks 
and ornamented with a finely engraved 
vignette of King Humbert. 


The 100 ruble note of Russia is barred 
from top to bottom with all the colors 
of the rainbow, blended as when sliown 
through u prism. In the center, in hold 
relief, stands a large, finely executed 
vignette of the Empress Catherine I. 
This is in black. The other engraving is 
not at all intricate or elaborate, but is 
well done in dark and light brown and 
black inlcs. The Australian bill is print­ 
ed on light colored thick paper which 
shows none of the silk fiber marks or 
geometric lines used in American cur­ 
rency as a protection against counter­ 
feiting.—Golden Days. 


Rnblnstciii'« Dlslllnaloas. 


The posthumous *'8onvenirs” of Ru­ 
binstein in the Vom Fels znm Meer 
contain some of the disillusions of a 
great musician.

ScnrlBC Carrot«. 


A way of serving carrots is the fol­ 
lowing, evolved by a cook desirous, as 
all cooks should be, of **something 
new.” The vegetable is scraped, diced 
and boiled till tender. Meanwhile a 
slice of onion is browned in a table­ 
spoonful of butter. With this one table- 
qioonful of flour is rubbed smooth and 
stirred until the flour is cooked. Then 
one cup of tomato juice, not heated, is 
added to the mixture with a half tea­ 
spoonful of salt and a dash of pepper. 
The whole is stewed together three or 
four minutes before being strained over 
the carrots, which have been drained. 
This dish is much more palatable than 
the creamed carrots because it adds a 
needed flavor and is none the harder to 
prepare than the better known prepara­ 
tion.—New York Posi

Apprentices became no better than 
serfs and slaves. They were not merely 
pitilessly fined and brutally punished, 
they were often left in ignorance of the 
craft that they had purchased the right 
to learn. In that frightful social and 
moral revulsion following the long and 
devastaling wars of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries tJie corporations 
becjime more determined than ever to 
maintain their industrial aristocraoy 
and monopoly. They refused to admit 
any trade less ancient and honorable 
than their own to the rights and privi­ 
leges of the law: they soiled themselves 
by contact W'ith no person of illegiti­ 
mate birth; and in their savfllge and re 
lentlcHs pursuit of persons engaged in 
unauthorized ttaflio they invaded the 
homes of contraband workmen, oonfis 
eating both their tools and the hidden 
products of their toil, leaving them and 
their families destitute and starving. 


To such absurd lengths was the orea 
tion of corporations carried for the pro­ 
duction of new' taxes and new* places for 
court favorites that occupations like the 
teucliing of dancing, the selling of flow­ 
ers and tlie catching of birds were or 
gani/.ed„ und hcniogeneous occupations 
like the hatniukers’ and carpenters’ 
were divided and subdivided beyond the 
coiupreliension of the modern mind. 
But denpite the ingenuity of lawyers 
and the vigilance of armies of inspect 
ors the lines of demarcation could not 
be drawn so sharply as to avoid con 
fiicts of interests.

Creek Olllolala Stay Awake Nigh tu. 


M. Skouloudls consulted all Monday 
with the premier, M. Ralli, and the 
king. All the officials of the foreign of­ 
fice were up all night In anticipation 
of the action of the German minister, 
who early yesterday morning sent his 
secretary to inform the Greeit foreign 
office that he had received instructions 
to join in the representations of the 
powers and to proffer mediation.

“Soldiers—The Greek army retiree to 
Domokos because our positions at Phar- 
.«salos were not strong enough against 
an enemy greatly superior in numbers, 
but the positions you occupy here are so 
strong that our army may be consid­ 
ered invincible. I am confident that you 
will be able not only to repulse with 
success every attack of the enemy, but 
that xou will shortly be able to take the 
offensive and compel him to abandon 
Greek territory. Remember you defend 
the sacred soil of the fatherland and 
the honor of the king and nation. The 
onemy mlist not be allowed to make a 
further step into Greece. 
I know you 
have suffered and are still 
suffering 
many 
privations, 
after having lieen 
obliged to fight so many days, but we 
nuist endure these privations patiently, 
confident that we are doing our duty 
to our fatherland.” 


The Greek ^commissariat

SILKWORMS OF LEBANON. 


How Tb«jr Ar« Ciiltlvat«a la tiM M 
la ln t o f THimbII. 


Hurry Fenn, the artist, has written a 
paper, entitled "Silk tuid Cedani,*' tw 
St. Nicholas, describing his visit to 
the famous mountains of Lebanon. 
Concerning the silk industry, which 
plays such an important purt In the 
lives of the natives, Mr. Fenn says: As 
the time approttclMM for the silkworm 
to hatch out the egg the family mo%’e 
out of the I'.ouse and camp under the 
trees, giving up tlie entire establishment 
to the worms, after having placed the 
eggs on shelves made of a rcedlike 
banilMM. At firat the young worms are 
fed on finely chopped leaves, but as 
they grow larger the leaves need only 
be broken In two. The people have to 
feed and watch the worms night and 
day, or they wander In search of food 
and get lost, and in the silence of the 
night the sound of the worms feeding 
is like a gently falling rain. 


The worms fast three or four times 
during this period, and about M hours 
Is the length of each fast. A eurious 
feature about their fast is their iMMture. 
They assume the attitude of a cobra 
snake about to strike and remain rigid­ 
ly fixed in that position for the entire 
IMsriod. When they are ready to spin, 
small branches are placed on the 
shelves, and as the cocoons are formed 
upon them the dead twigs seem to bear 
golden fruit. 
When the worms get 
through tliat part of the businefis, the 
neighbors are called in—something as 
to an old fasliioned Kew England ap* 
pie paring bee. They call It “qtaf** In 
Arabic—that is **pleking,'* and soon 
you see piles of pale green, pure white 
and golden yellow cocoons heaped upon 
the floor. Later they may be spun Into 
hanks, but usually the cocoons are sent 
down the mountains to Tripoli or Da­ 
mascus, and after their 80 or 40 days 
of toil they, too, often have to sell the 
produce for next to nothing, as the Chi­ 
nese are always ready to undersell them. 


Another curious use Mr. Silkworm is 
put to is to soak him in vinegar for 
some hc^rs, after w*hich he is drawn out 
into so called ''catgut*’ to make snails 
or leaders for fishhooks.
